U.S. Patent and Trademark Office

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1. Applicant's election of Group I in Paper No. 9 is acknowledged. Because applicant did 
not elect a single species, the general guideline to elect a single species is following: 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species (Le. one 
polymeric matrix material selected from the group consisting o f polyamideimide, 
polyetherimide, polyimide, polyetheretherketone* polyphenvlene sulfide, liquid crystal polymer 
and combinations thereof; and one lubricious reinforcing fiber selected from the group 
consisting of Thermalgraph DKD fibers, Thermalgraph DKA fibers and Dialead K223HG 
fibers and combinations thereof) for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be 
restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to 
be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

2. It is also noted that Claims 19, 35-36, 39-40, 42-43 and 45-46 contain the trademark/trade 
name Thermalgraph DKD fibers, Thermalgraph DKA fibers, Dialead K223HG fibers. Where a 
trademark or trade name is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or describe a particular 
material or product, the claim does not comply with the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph. See Ex parte Simpson, 218 USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 1982). The claim scope is 
uncertain since the trademark or trade name cannot be used properly to identify any particular 
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material or product. A trademark or trade name is used to identify a source of goods, and not the 
goods themselves. Thus, a trademark or trade name does not identify or describe the goods 
associated with the trademark or trade name. In the present case, the trademark/trade names are 
used to identify/describe Thermalgraph DKD fibers, Thermalgraph DKA fibers and Dialead 
K223HG fibers, and accordingly, the identification/description is indefinite.
